This is in response to the Office Action mailed on January 12, 2007. 

The Office Action mailed on January 12, 2007 is in the fonn of a Restriction 
Requirement. The applicants hereby elect Group I, claims 1-30 and 41-46, for examination. The 
election is made with traverse. The traversal is on the grounds that sufficient reasons and/or 
examples to justify a Restriction Requirement have not been provided Accordingly, withdrawal 
of the Restriction Requirement and examination of all the claims is requested. 

The Office Action includes an election of species requirement. In particular, the Office 
Action requires an election of stabilizer, an election of stimulant or attractant, and an election of 
metal. In order to comply with the election of species requirement, the applicants hereby elect - • 
boric acid as the species of stabilizer, protein as the species of stimulant or attractant, and 
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magnesium as the species of metal. Claims reading on the elected species appear to include 
claims 1-30 and 41-46. 

It is understood that the Examiner will begin the search with the elected species. Once 
the elected species are found to be patentable, it i$ understood that the Examiner will extend the 
search to the remaining species.
